Bug Rages 
in Schools

Flu in epidemic proportions has struck Torranct). 
But, unlike the rest of. the Southland, Torrance is breast­ 
ing trje epidemic storm in comparatively fair shapex 
Whereas in Los Angeles, at least five schools are report­ 
ed closed due to the disabling pestilence, no closings hav« 
been as yet ordered in Torrance.

Percentages as high as 40   or more   have strick­ 
en schools, factories, and shops in Los Angeles. The high­ 
est Torrance figure is at lea kst 10'percent below that. 

Epidemic Proportions
Health officials in Torrance, however,-stipulate that

anything over 10 percent of the populace affected means
"you're in trouble." Dr. Benjamin A. Kojran, Torranct
Health District Chief made that statement today.

Kogan said, "At least one of*    -               
the virus strains presently at­ 
tacking the southern California 
area is Asian in origin. I won't 
stick my neck out any further 
than that   hut you can hank 
on the fact that at least one is 
Asian."

A check with private and city 
offices showed that a large num­ 
ber of workers were appearing 
on the sick list due to the viru­ 
lent bug.

Pupils Stricken Badly
Some 20 percent of the city's 

public school children fell 511 to 
th« disease in the last two days 
of this week. That figure rep­ 
resents a total of 6000 children 
down with the mystery bug with­ 
in two days.

In this conjunction. Dr. Kogan 
advised against a too earl}' re­ 
turn of children to school. "Chil­ 
dren am susceptible to more ser­ 
ious diseases after a bout with 
this flu," Kogan said.

Delay School Return
"Children should be checked by 

their physician before returning 
to school," the Public Health 
Chief warned. "Their resistance 
is really down during the re­ 
covery period. A too quick rush 
to school could have serious con­ 
sequences."

A goodly number of adults ap­ 
parently are braving the bug and 
continuing with their duties. Po­ 
lice Chief Percy G. Bennett has 
appeared for work every day, al­ 
though stricken with the debilit­ 
ating disease   as have Mayor 
Albert Isen, numerous police of­ 
ficers, and other city employee* 
in short-handed department!. 

Some Hard-Hit
The Fire Department was 

hard-hit with 25 men down out 
of a total of 87.

Public Works wa* another 
heavily suffering; unit of city 
government, with some 45 strick­ 
en out of a 229 total.

Reporters placed a call to Dick 
Fitzgerald, manager of the 
Chamber of Commerce, asking 
for flu victim figures among the 
city's business houses. The call 
yielded negative results, however, 
as Press reporters wore informed 
that the Chamber m.'imiger had 
also stHVMiiherl to the busy bug. 

Due to Continue
School district officials said 

that the absent rate in city 
schools has shown a steady rise 
all week, reaching its height on 
Thursday and Friday when some 
20 percent of the students were 
away from their desks because 
of the epidemic.

Late in reachinsr "Torrance. the 
flu is fast making great strides 
to overcome the initial lag.

Health officials say that the 
dbidomic will probably last long­ 
er here because of its late ar­ 
rival.

Severity of the epidemic is ex­ 
pected to be less than that in 
crowded Los Angeles.

Navy Examines 
YMCA Helmet
Navy experts today Identified 

the helmet found by three Tor- 
ranre youths as almost exactly 
like the ones in current naval 
use.

Chief Warrant Officer Alfred 
Sokolowski, Explosive Ordnance 
Disposal Team commander from 
the Seal Beach Ammunition and 
Net Depot, said that the copper 
helmet is the same type as that 
used « today. He explained that 
the current model does have a 
few slight improvements lack­ 
ing on the one found by the three 
boys on their YMCA trip up the 
Colorado

tays Helmet Shipshape
Sokolowski said, "This helmet 

is in very good condition. With 
a few small repairs, it could be 
used." Joe Wilcox, YMCA Exe­ 
cutive Secretary and new owner 
of the 62-pound diving helmet, 
breathed a fervent wish at that. 
"I hope they, the boys, don't get 
that idea in their heads," he said. 
r'So far, they haven't thought of 
it."

Sokolowskt, a diving veteran of 
seven years experience, demon­ 
strated that it would be perfectly 
safe   if the helmet were re­ 
paired. He added that his three

man team seldom uses a helmet, 
prefering the freedom ef skin- 
diving gear.

Origin Still Mystery
Gunner's Mate 1'c Mervin G. 

Goepfert, and Boatswain's Mate 
2|c Sherman Byrd, both with six 
years of diving experience agreed 
with their commander.

None of the three could shed 
any light on the mystery of the 
helmet's finding.

Sokolowski insisted that it was 
not a piece of equipment care- 
lessy tossed aside. He placed its 
value at approximate- f^O. the 
price the U.S. N for 
similar helmets.

Speculation Vain
According to the handsome 

young officer, the Navy inn in- 
tains a diving wiit at Hoover 
Dam but holds the unit strictly 
accountable for equipment.

In any caso. tho helmet wai 
found some ftO miles upstream 
from Hoover Dam and all con­ 
cerned admit that it would be a 
little difficult for the helmet 
to wash up the river.

Sokolowski advised writing to 
the Bureau of Ships at the Navy 
Department in Washington, D.C., 
for a reliable report concerning 
the helmet's last official owner.
